1)  Call  to  order 

The  regular  meeting  of  the  Continuum  of  Care  subcommittee  was  called  to  order  by  Chair  Rita 
Semelat  12:20  PM.

2)  Project  Applications  for  McKinney  2000 

Before  the  formal  agenda  began,  the  Board  wished  to  know  the  status  of  the  project  applications. 
Five  projects  were  late.  It  was  recommended  to  the  Board  that  the  late  projects  be  accepted  but 
with  a  penalty  chosen  by  the  non-conflicted  Board  members.  Pam  David  was  under  impression 
that  in  past  years,  the  City  had  said  the  deadline  would  be  firm  but  was  waived  in  the  past.  More 
clarity  and  firmer  boundaries  needed  for  future  years. 

The  idea  of  open  vs.  closed  meetings  for  priority  panel  was  discussed.  This  year  the  process  will 
be  more  private  and  review  panels  aren't  covered  under  Sunshine  laws.  It  is  understood  that 
because  this  year  is  different,  there  will  be  more  pressure.  Both  City  and  Board  are  prepared  for 
that. 

3)  Introductions 

Janet  Moomaw  was  introduced  as  intern  from  Bay  Area  Homeless  Program  for  next  5  weeks  to 
work  on  update  for  Continuum  of  Care.  Janet  has  been  reviewing  numbers  on  GAPS  analysis 
chart  on  permanent  and  transitional  housing.  It  was  suggested  she  focus  on  updating  Chapters  2 
&  3  in  Continuum  of  Care. 

4)  Continuum  of  Care  process 

Rita  Semel  provides  background  to  original  Continuum  of  Care.  Seven  working  groups  were  set 
up  from  original  task  force  of  35.  Rita  recommends  the  same  process  for  the  update.  The 
working  groups  would  review  and  revise.  This  time,  more  input  from  businesses,  foundations, 
corporate  and  banking  would  not  only  increase  the  diversity  of  the  process  but  also  gain  points 
from  HUD.  We  should  pay  attention  to  the  gaps.  It  was  recommended  that  Board  members  co- 
chair  these  subcommittees.  Changes  may  need  to  be  made  in  structure;  for  example  income, 
education  and  employment  may  decide  to  separate.  Groups  can  decide  that  on  their  own. 
Additional,  an  update  should  separate  out  family,  youth,  seniors  and  disabled. 
Kate  Durham  suggests  the  following  structure  that  her  subcommittee,  CIS,  is  already  using: 

•  Review  action  steps  from  present  Continuum  of  Care 

•  Examine  change  in  population,  change  in  need,  change  in  environment  and  the  context 

•  Create  new  recommendations  and  action  steps 

The  first  step  could  either  be  included  in  the  updated  Continuum  of  Care  or  exist  as  separate 
report/appendix.  Johanna  and  Janet  will  try  and  research  updates  that  were  done  on  the 
Continuum.  We  should  also  refer  to  the  Consolidated  Plan,  as  it  has  a  section  on  homelessness 
and  housing  goals  for  next  5  years. 
It  was  suggested  to  streamline  the  update  wherever  possible.  DOCUMENTS  DEPT.

Johanna  will  prepare  a  draft  on  this  for  presentation  to  the  full  Board  on  Monday,  April  10. 
Timeline  of  6  months  for  a  working  draft  was  set.  Outreach  planned  for  month  of  April  and 
meetings  to  start  in  May.  There  is  the  possibility  of  staff  support  from  MOCD  planning  funds. 
We  will  need  to  investigate  this. 

5)   GAPS  Chart 

Barrie  presented  the  last  page  of  the  Harder  and  Co.  report.  A  general  discussion  followed  on 
trying  to  set  the  low,  medium  and  high  priorities  for  the  chart.  It  was  fully  agreed  that  permanent 
housing  needs  to  remain  our  biggest  need.  The  group  decided  to  change  the  percentages  to: 
High  is  81-100;  Medium  is  41-80  and  Low  is  0-40.  This  would  more  effectively  reflect  the  actual 
need.  Agreed  to  lower  need  of  transitional  housing  in  favor  of  permanent.  The  focus  was  on 
keeping  percentages  practical,  scientific  and  defendable. 

It  was  agreed  to  raise  perm.  Housing  to  50%,  emergency  to  32%  and  transitional  to  18%.  For 
families,  it  was  55%  for  permanent  housing,  25%  to  emergency  and  20%  to  transitional.  It  was 
pointed  out  the  housing  situation  in  SF  is  so  critical,  we  would  take  whatever  bed  we  could  get; 
be  it  transitional  or  permanent.  Transitional  housing  may  also  be  lowered  by  HUD's  standards, 
George  said.  For  supportive  services,  it  was  agreed  that  mental  health  treatment  was  a  high 
priority.  For  families,  it  was  agreed,  after  discussion  to  keep  all  needs  high  but  for  money 
management  and  case  management.  It  was  pointed  out  that  money  management  was  financially 
control,  not  help  in  budgeting.  George  suggests  we  should  rethink  the  whole  concept  of  case 
management.  We  can  do  this  in  the  context  of  the  Continuum  of  Care  update,  if  we  wish. 
Barrie  will  take  this  work  and  translate  it  into  an  intern  draft  and  update  the  GAPS  analysis  to 
reflect  these  recommendations.
